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INTRODUCTION 


The ways in which we can achieve Jannah (a garden 
in paradise), Umm Ahmed (may Allah preserve her), 
said “That she will be giving a talk today and that 
this request came from Umm Kutubah and Umm 

Mu’aawiyah (may Allah preserve them both.) She (may 

Allah preserve her), said: “That she thought the talk 
was going to be in three months from now.” She 

(may Allah preserve her), learned that it was today she 

remembered that there was a Hadith (narration), that 
answers the subject presented. 

Subhuan’Allahl This shows us that those who are 
better than us the Sahaba (companions), they would 
ask the Prophet this question and he told 

them about the acts which will take you to Jannah (a 
garden in paradise), and the acts that will take you 

away from the Jahannam (hell fire a place of 
punishment which makes the faces of its inmates 
dark and ugly.) 

Therefore, the Hadith (narration), that summarize the 
acts of Jannah (a garden in paradise), and the things 
we have to stay away from is on the authority of Muadh 
ibn Jabal which he related: 
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“I said, ‘O Messenger of Allah! Inform me about a deed 
that will draw me closer to Paradise and take me away 
from the Fire. ’ He said, ‘You have asked about a great 
matter. Yet it is easy for whomever Allah the Exalted 
makes it easy. Worship Allah alone and do not associate 
anything (or anyone) with Him, establish the (obligatory) 
prayer (perform them perfectly and on time), give away 
the (obligatory) Zakat, fast (during the days of the lunar 
month of) Ramadhaan and perform Hajj (pilgrimage) to 

the House (the Kaa’bah)...” 


Then he ‘p£o, said: 
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He then said, “Shall I guide you to the doors ofAl-Khayr 
(all that which is good and righteous )? As-Sawm (fasting) 
is Jannah (a barrier or a shield against sin and all things 
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than Insha’ Allah it will be a reason for you enter into 
paradise and nobody will enter paradise without Allah’s 
help, because we cannot do anything unless Allah wills 
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RIGHTEOUS ACTIONS 


Righteous Actions alone will not insure the 
entering of Jannah: 

Allah has made the very difficult things easy for His 
prophets and those who are close to Him for 
example: 


Allah made the iron melt in Prophet Dawud’s 
pit 3 \$&, hands and made the mountains and birds 12 
glorify him and split the moon for the 

Prophet ^j^^y?, 13 and He (Allah) , split the sea 
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“And indeed We bestowed grace on Dawud David from Us saying: 
"O you mountains. Glorify Allah with him! And you birds also! 
And We made the iron soft for him.” Saba: 10 
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“The Hour has drawn near, and the moon has been cleft asunder 
the people of Makkah requested Prophet Muhammad peace be 
upon him to show them a miracle, so he showed them the splitting 
of the moon. And if they see a sign, they turn away, and say: "This 
is continuous magic. “They belied the Verses of Allah - this Qur'an, 
and followed their own lusts. And every matter will be settled 
according to the kind of deeds: good deeds will take their doers to 
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
